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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of applicant's proposed amendment after-final filed 
September 5, 2006. This amendment, in conjunction with the examiner's amendment set- 
forth below, places the application in condition for allowance; the amendment has been 
entered. 

2. Claims 1-7 and 16 are now pending. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

wherein an auxiliary coating solution is applied together with said coating solution to the

wherein said auxiliary coating solution contains at least one gelation-promoting 
ingredient which promotes gelation of the coating solution containing the nanocrystalline, 
nanoporous inorganic compounds, and 

wherein the [[main]] coating solution containing the nanocrystalline, nanoporous 
inorganic compounds forms the electrically conductive layer of an electrically active film.
